—Attention of importers is invited to the remark against S. No. 117/IV 
in Section II of the current Red Book wherein it was rnenfioned that the policy for this item 
will be announced later. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that ‘Cinematograph films, exposed’ 
(S. No. 117/IV) will be licensed to established importers on a quota of 10% Gen. and 10% Soft 
during the current half year. The existing entries against S. No. 117/IV in Section TI of the Red 
Book for April—September, 1959 may be deemed to have been substituted by the following

Established Importers 
should prove their past imports of 
such films in any of the thtec years 
i955-5<5' i 956“57 and 1957-58- 

The applicants are also required to 
produce satisfactory evidence to 
show ihBt the films are educational 
in nature and are required for ex¬ 
hibition in schools and colleges and 
other educational institutions 
For this purpose the intending im¬ 
porters should furnish full parti¬ 
culars about the films as follows :— 

(1) Where the film desired to be im¬ 
ported has been produced by a 
non-commercial organisation such 
as the various bodies of the United 
Nations, the Red Cross and so on. 
Proofs in this respect may be 
furnished. 


(ii) Whether the film is being im¬ 
ported by a firm, which is not 
otherwTse engaged normally in the 
exhibition 01 cinema films. 

(iii) Literature relating to the films 
sought to be imported should 
be furnished to the Licensing 
Authority. 

(iv) Wl.cther the film is being im¬ 
ported against any specific orders 
from an educational institution or 
any other similar body,
